Any Confusion. = 


Necessity of divorcing the $12,000,000 bond 
issue from politics and from all other issues, 
regardless of party or pretext, was the cause 
assigned yesterday for Mayor Busse'’s de- 
cision to withdraw the bond issue from the 
spring election. A special election on the 
bond issue probably will be held in May. 

Ald. B. W. Snow, of the council 
finance committee, advisor of the mayor on 


the bond legue, pointed out that the alder“ 


manic election is a mere side show in com- 
parison to the importance of the passing of 
the bond measure, and argued that the bond 
issue would be lost sight of in the fight on 
other issues. ; 

By holding a special election, Ald.. Snow 
belfeves, the attention of the voters can be 
conc6ntrated upon the importance of the 
bond issue features, politics eliminated, and 
a general intelligent consideration of the 

measure made. As a means of accomplish- 
ing this Ald. Snow proposes a new method of 
making up a ballot. 

Each itém is to be listed separately so that 
the voter may vote es or no on the twenty 
or so different propositions contained in the 
budget. Some of the matters are to be 
lumped, as, for: instance, fire engine stations 
and police stations. 


Gives the Voters Moré Say So. 

By such a ballot as this, said Ald. Snow. 
“ every man will know just where the money 
is going, and if he doesn't want this or that 
proposition to go through he can vote against 
it and vote in favor of the things he believes 
the city should have. 

“The idea in holding a special election 
1 to take the bond issue out of politics. It 
should not be made a part of any other cam- 
paigning. If it should be an igsue at the 
spring-election it would be lost sight of. The 
only way to give it a fair show is to hold a 
special election, even if it would cost from 
$40,000 to $60,000. The cost is not an argu- 
ment against an election when the election is 
of such importance to the city. * 

“The special election probably will be 
held some time between May 1 and 18. The 
new aldermen then would be seated in the 
council, and besides it must be held just as 
soon as possible, as the city is dec in 
need of the improvements to come from the 
bond issue. 


Tells of Needed Improvements. 

Take, for itlstance, the bridges, the Thir- 
ty-fifth street bridge is just about ready to 
drop.

“ One of the most pernicious results of this 
delay is the practical impossibility of obtain- 
ing the right class of jurymen. The intelli- 
gent juror, able to give a prisoner fair trial, 
‘suffers a pecuniary loss in giving up weeks 
of time for jury service, and consequently 
goed to any means to escape duty. 


Evasion of Jury Duty.

Commenting on the president's indorse- 
ment of his bill, Mr. Moon said: 

“The president agrees with me that the 
bill goes as far as congress has the power 
to go under the constitution in limiting the 
equitable power of the court, and goes no 
farther in this direction than prudent judges 
have gone for over a century in the exercise 
of that power.“

Where Temple Will Be Built. 

In thie quaint old town, upon 4 street laid 
out by the young surveyor, near the spot 
where in 1754 Braddock s young colonel quar- 
tered his troops before the fateful march to 
the Ohio; near the historie old lodge where 
he was a master and in the midst of a field 
rich in the events of his life and memory, it 
will Be the purpose of this association to 
erect a -temple to George Washington, a 
Mason. 

Set apart in the structure will be a hall of 
fame in which space will be allotted to all 
the grand jurisdictions in the country to 
place tablets to the memories of their dis- 
td ed sons. 

The men who will form the association 
met in the same lodgeroom where Washing- 
ton occupied the master’s chair. It is the 
purpose of the lodge to reise $1,000,000 td 
build and endow the memorial. 


Lodge Zoom Holds Many Relics. 

The gathering was impressive: Alexandria- 
Washington lodge, No. 22, made Washington 
its worshbipful grand master in 1788. At his 
request in 1791 it laid the corner stone of 
the District of Columbia, and two years 
later assisted in laying the corner stone of 
the national capitol. In 1798 it performed 
the Masonic ceremonies at ‘his. funeral. 

In its halls hang the old charter granted 
by Edmund Randolph, grand master of Ma- 
sons in Virginia, in 1788. Close’ by, its pen- 
dulum coord out and its 4 ae pointing to 
twenty minutes after 10 in the evening—the 
hour and the minute of Washington's death 
—stands the olg bed chamber clock. Near by 
in a case is thé little trowel He used at laying 
the capitol corner stone. In another are 
his wedding gloves, his pocket compasses, 
farm spurs, a piece of his tent used at York- 
town, his old fashioned medicine scales, and 
a little knife his mother gave him as a re- 
ward for his obedience, and which he treas- 
ured fifty-six years. 

Hig Masonic apron, embroidered in gold 
with French and American flags. entwined, 
presented to the lodge in 1812 by his nephew, 
Lawrence Lewis. hangs near by.

GETS PARDON FOR THE MAN 
SENTENCED AS HIS SLAYER. 


Rector Williams Walks Out of Prison 
with Person for Whose Supposed Mur- 
der He Served Twenty Tears. 


Galveston, Tex., Feb. 22.—[{Special. ]—Rec- 
tor Williams, 52 years old, walked from the 
state penitentiary at Rusk after a twenty 
years’ service accompanied by the man he 
was convicted of having killed. This was 
Bernard J. Carter, a wealthy land owner of 
Seattle, who was responsible for the release 
of Williams from prison, where he was serv- 
ing a forty year term. 

n Carter saw the name of Rector WiIl- 
jams mentioned among the convicts who tes- 
tified before a legislative committee he be- 
came interested and discovered it was the 
same man whe drove cattle and rode the 
range with him twenty years ago. 

He was startled to learn that Williams 
was serving a term in prison for the murder 
of one Bernard Carter. The latter found it 
easy to prove that he was alive and had not 
been murdered, and the pardon of Williams 
followed. 

Twenty years ago Williams and Carter 
owned small interests in cattle in west 
Teras and were employed on the McCormick 


ranch in Crockett and Pecos counties. They 


had frequent quarrels which terminated in 
a fight in which Carter was stabbed and left 
for dead. Williams believed he had killed 
his companion and he attempted to hide the 
crime by throwing the body in the Pecos 
river. Carter, however, recovered and left 
the southwest. 
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Frank K. Rittenhouse Affected 
by Loss of Place, Wife Says. 


FORCED FROM A CITY JOB. 


Blind Engineer’s Case Is Diagnosed | 


by Physician as Cancer. 


Frank K. Rittenhouse, the blind former 
member of the board of examining engineers 
who last May resigned following an investi- 
gation of the board, died Monday night. 

The cause of death, according to the physi- 
elan's diagnosis was cancer, but Mrs Mollie 
Rittenhouse, his widow, gaid that worry over 
his forced resignation had much to do with 
the hastening of the end. 

Grieving over the loss of her husband, Mrs. 
Rittenhouse hardly was able last night to 
tell of his struggle against adversity. 

„He had hoped to get back on the board,“ 
she said. When the investigation was 
over, and it was shown that he had nothing 
to do with any kind of gratt, if there was any 


in the office, my husband thought perhaps he 
would be reinstated. He wanted to get back 


into the office to show that he was competent 
to perform the duties, but he never received 


another chance. 

“Tt was not langs after he resigned untl 
he became sick, and-with conetant worrying 
and the hoping against hope for reinstate- 
ment, death was the only thing in store. He 
had a hard time in life. His friends and his 
enemies, if he has. any, cannot say that he 
was not an honest man, and that ne did not 
try to do his dest.“ 


Native of Canada. 

Mr. Rittenhouse was born in Camden, Ont., 
forty-three years ago. He came to Chicago 
about thirty years ago and went into the 
employ of the Rittenhouse & Embree Lum- 
ber company, where in overexerting himself 
a blood vessel in his head burst and blinded 
him. This was in August, 1004, and the ac- 
cident made him unfit for his duties. 
signed, but at once entered in the coffee and 
tea business, and despite the handicap im- 
posed on him by his blindness he made a 
partial success. 

While selling coffee and tea he became 
known to many of the residents in the neigh- 
borhood of Garfield park and he established 
a reputation for honesty. 


By constant study and an ability to apply 


what he learned he soon became almost as 
efficient as an engineer without sight as he 
had been with it, and in July, 1007, he se- 
cured the appointment to membership on the 
board of examining engineers, with it a sal- 
ary of $2,000 a year. 


Not Accused During Investigation. 

On the morning that he began his duties 
he said: ‘I feel that I know as much about 
my profession as any man in Chicago. I 
would not be afraid to go inte any plant in 
the city and take an engine to pieces and put 
it together again 

He held the position almost two years, 
when the investigation was directed against 
other members of the board. Though at at the 
time ig was affirmed that the blind engineer 
was no way responsible for alleged ir- 
regularities in the office it was said that ow- 
ing to his blindness he was unable to observe 
all that was happening. Of this ground hie 
resignation was requested. 

After a fight against what he thought was 
an unjust ruling, Mr. Rittenhouse finelly 
offered his resignation and left the position. 

He ie eurvived by the widow, Mra. Mollie 
Rittenhouse, and one son, Frank Rittenhouse 
Jr. Arrangements for the funeral have not 


been completed.

Jean Callerghis, extremely good looking and brilliantly 
clever, after graduating from the French military acad- 
emy at St. Cyr and receiving his commission, was ap- 
pointed to the personal staff of the emperor as orderly 
officer, ‘his father, the old general, having meanwhile 
been accredited to the court of the Tuileries as envoy 
of Greece.” Brought into daily contact with the empress, 
the young orderly officer fell head over ears in love with 
her and, what was graver still, became firmly convinced 
that she was not wholly indifferent to his infatuation. 
Some insist that she encouraged it and otfers even went 
so far as to allege that she shared it.

Unfortunetely a proud and passionate nature such as 
that of Jean Callerghis epuld not long be content with 
the attitude of the silent and respectful admirer of an 
empresas who was then in the heyday of her beauty and 
one of the most fascinating women of the Napoleonic 
era. The crisis came at one of her Monday evefiing 
parties, when he became seized with such a fit of jealous 
anger at her particular graciousness to one of the 
princes, Murat that before the evening was over he over- 
whelmed ber with a torrent of the most violent re- 
proaches, losing all restraint. 

There were several witnesses of the scene, the like 
of which has ‘seldom been known in all the history of the 
Tuileries, and the empress was forced in sheer self- 
defense to complain at once to the emperor of what she 
described as the disrespectful conduct towards her of his. 
Had she not taken this step she would 
have given additional color to the story to the effect that 
she had accorded to young Callerghis the right to be 
jealous of her. 

Napoleon made short work of the matter. He sum- 
moned the prefect of police and by s o'clock on the 


under a, strong police escort, expelled from France. 
Some hours later his father, the old general, having 
heard that his son was in trouble and had been forced 
to leave Paris, presented himself at the Tuileries. He 
was received by the emperor and asked to be’ informed 
what crime his son had committed. Mon cher ami,” 
replied the emperor, “it is worse than a crime; it is 
lese majesty towards the empress.” :

Next day the general asked to be recalled and fol- 
lowed his son back to Greéce. There Jean entered the 
army and,, after having risen to the rank of colonel, 
eventally “married and then jointed the diplomatic serv- 
ice, being for many years Greek chargé d'affaires at 
Constantinople, where his son, the present minister of 
foreign affairs, was borm and educated. 

After the loss of his wife a fellow countryman, a 
member of one of the old Greek families of Constanti- 
nople, Jean withdrew from Constantinople and settled 
down at Argos. The quietude of the place, instead of 
bringing to him peace of mind after his somewhat 
stormy life, served in a measure to unbalance his rea- 
son. The memory of his wife became effaced and that 
of the empress was revived in all its intensity. He 
was perfectly harmless, but had his house filled with 
pictures of the empress, before which he was wont to 
keep lampe burning and fresh flowers, while he was 
never seen without a small woman’s shawl around his 
neck, which he conveyed the impression was a relic of 
Eugénie. Whether this was the case or not, the shawl, 
in accordance, with his entreaties, was buried with him | 
when. he died last year. 

His son, the new minister of foreign affairs, was for 
a tinie:Greek.counsul at Monastir, in Bulgaria, but was 
regarded by the Turkish ®overnment as so important a 
‘factor in promoting the disturbances’ in Macedonia 
that they demanded and obtained his recall. Under the 
ircumstances his appointment to the post of minister 
Of foreign affairs seems hardly calculated te improve 
the severely strained relations between Athens and 


Constantinople.

Cardinal Rampolla's foes are making the most of the 
scandal in connection with his nephew, the 34 year old 
Duke Francis of Campobello, who has been indicted for 
forgeries of the most extensive description. Of the 
duke’s guilt there is no doubt. In fact, the notes to 
which he forged the cardinal’s name, and others, too, 
among which were those of queens of the Roman half- 
world; are only part and parcel of a long series of 
swindles which he Has perpetrated. 

The scandal is likely to have political consequences 
since the utmost will be made thereof by the cardinals 
adversaries to prevent his election as -successor to Pius 
X. Until now he has been regarded as the most likely 
candidate, as the one member of the sacred college best 
fitted to fill the chair of St. Peter as soon as ever it 
becomes vacant. That he is far and away the ablest 
orelate of this senate of the church of Rome is uni- 
sersally conceded. But naturally, when the next con- 
clave takes place, advantage will be taken of the duke 
of Campobello’s disgrace to argue that a man whose 
sister’s son is undergoing penal servitude as a felon is 
thereby unfitted to wear the papal tiara and to become 
the chief of the Catholic church throughout all the 
world, The scandal is one which affects not Only the 
famous secretary of state of Leo XIII. but also a num- 
ber of the principal houses of the old Italian aristoe- 
racy, such as the Altieris, and even foreign reigning 
families such as that, for instance, of Wiirtemberg. 

The duke was formerly chamberlain of the Cape jand 
$word to the pontiff, but was deprived of this office 
nore than a year ago. The cardinal, who has already 


from financial scrapes, absolutely declines to have any- 
thing more to do with him or to contribute one cent to- 
Wards the stoppage of the criminal proceedings now 
in progress against him, matters having reached a 
climax when on the cardinal’s return last fall after a 
brief absence from the Eternal City he found his resi- 
dence, under the shadow of St. Peter's, occupied by 
sheriff's officers, who had seized it on the strength of 
the nonpayment of a note to which his precious wits, 
had forged his name.» 

Endeavor is being made by.the duke’s parents, Prince 
andi Princess Buonfornelle of Naples, to convince the 
courts that he is insane and not responsible for his 
acts. But some of his frauds have been of so ingenious 
a description that it will be difficult to make the au- 
thorities believe that he was not in the full enjoyment 
of his mental faculties. 

Much sympathy is felt for the duke’s wife, from whom 

he has been separated for eighteen months past, and 
who, as Dofia Teodolinda Altieri, was one of the most 
popular and celebrated beauties in Rome. She is a 
sister of Prince Altieri, head of the historic patrician 
house of that name, which furnished Pope Clement X. 
She made her debut from the 
celebrated Palace Altieri, on the Piazza del Gesu, at 
Rome, which is one of the landmarks of the Eternal 
City, and through her mother, who was a Princess 
Urach, she is related to the prince of Monaco, the reign- 
ing house of Würtemberg, and to the sovereign family |. 
of Bavaria. 
For several generations the heads of ‘the house of 
Altieri enjoyed a sort of hereditary right to the com- 
mand of the Noble guard, which was held by the father, 
the grandfather, and the great-grandfather of the pres- 
ent prince. But the pope has not seen fit to adhere to 
the usage and the actual commander of the Noble guard 
is Prince 8 Rospigliosi.

It should be fairly ex- 
pected that the honest management of a har- 
bor under these conditions would not only 
give the merchants of Chicago a superlative 
advantage over the merchants of any other 
city whatsoever, but would do this splendid 
service to the community without increasing 
by a dollar the burden of taxation upon the 
city. The harbor trust at Liverpool with 
such earns $7,000,000 a year. And even 
at Glasgow, with powers much less exten- 
sive, the harbor trust earns §3,000,000 a year. 

It is quite necessary that the harbor devel- 
opment of the port be a monopoly, so nearly 
as possible. But attention should be called 
to the fact that it le not necessary thet the 
warebousing be a monopoly.

Don't think you are 
giving your family something nutritious 
probably you are giving them indigestion. 

‘ When you waste $100 a year, what really 
happens? You are calling from the world's 
supply of food a large amount more than is 
needed, and you may be partially responsible 
for some one else's going 43 vad You raise 
the price by increasing the demand. 

“Sometimes we say that the waste 10 
caused in our kitchens, But why is this trust 
Simply because we permit it. 


Too Many Changes in Diet Bad. 

“Be careful about making too many 
changes in diet, Decause it is possible to 
starve your family without knowing it. Don’t 
eat a heavy meal and then finish with pastry 
and cheese and nuta and expect the family 
not to have indigestion. They will,
